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Dr. Wm. Kincaid Newman 
Elevated To New Position 

Dr. William Kincaid Newman, New 
York, secretary of the Church Building 
Department of the Board of Home 
Missions of the Congregational Christ- 
ian Churches, has been named to head 
the denomination's pension boards and 
ministerial relief work. 

Dr. Truman B. Douglass, executive 
vice-president of the Board of Home 
Missions, announced Dr. Newman's 
election as general secretary of the 
Board and head of its ministerial re- 
lief division. Previously Dr. Newman 
had been elected general secretary of 
the Annuity Fund for Congregational 
Ministers and of the Retirement Fund 
for Lay Workers by the trustees of 
those organizations. 

He succeeds Rev. Dr. Frank J. 
Scribner, New York, in all three posts. 
Dr. Scribner will retire. 

Dr. Newman, a lawyer, joined the 
mission board's church building de- 
partment in 1957 and has headed it 
since 1940. 

In 1956 he received the Conover 
Award for "excellence in fostering 
spiritual values in creation of eccles- 
iastical edifices" from the Church Ar- 
chitectural Guild of America. 

The Annuity Fund for Congregation- 
al Ministers is a membership corpora- 
tion. It pays annuities based upon mo- 
nies standing to the credit of each in- 
dividual member at the time he retires. 
These accumulations are built up from 
payments made by the member dur- 
ing his active ministry, payments by 
his churches or other employing agen- 
cies, credits from the income of a me- 
morial fund and interest. 

The Retirement Fund for Lay Work- 
ers is the pension plan for unordained 
employees of the Congregational 
Christian Churches and other church 
organizations. A membership corpora- 
tion, it functions like the Annuity 
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Fund. The Ministerial Relief Division 
of the Mission Board makes relief 
grants to ministers and their families 
in cases of dire necessity. 

Dr. Newman was admitted to the Bar 
in Pennsylvania in 1934 and in New 
York in 1937. 

From 1952 to 1954 he carried out a 
temporary assignment as area director 
and member of the executive commit- 
tee of the Church Building Loan Fund 
campaign, during which he was in- 
strumental in raising S4, 700, 000 to fi- 
nance the building of new churches. 

Dr, Newman was educated at Ger- 
mantown Academy, Philadelphia; 

Princeton Univei'sity (A. B. with hon- 
ors, 1931), and the University of Penn- 
sylvania (LL. B., 1934). Rocky Mount 
College, Billings, Montana, conferred 
.on him the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws in 1956. 

The Newmans live in Upper Mont- 
clair, New Jersey. Mrs. Newman is the 
former Cathelia E. Pollock. They have 
three children, James, Katherine and 
Harley. 



United Church General 
Synod Meets In July 

Protestants all over the world will 
focus their attention on the quiet little 
college town of Oberlin, Ohio, from 
July 5 to 9 as the United Church of 
Christ, meeting in its first General Sy- 
nod since its founding two years ago, 
seeks to determine its future form of 
government. 

Consideration of a proposed consti- 
tution for the Church is the main item 
of business before the 700 delegates to 
the Synod. It was prepared by a 20- 
member commission, equally repre- 
sentative of the- Congregational Christ- 
ian Churches and of the Evangelical 
Reformed Church, which has been at 
work for two years. 

The United Church was formed un- 
der the provisions of a Basis of Union 
with Interpretations, which was adopt- 
ed by majority votes of the adherents 
of the two uniting churches. 

The Oberlin Synod will consider a 
statement of faith for the United 
Church after completing action on the 
constitution. The statement was form- 
ulated by a drafting commission simi- 
lar to that for the constitution. It has 
already been made public, but has not 
been acted on formally. Local churches 
may adopt the statement or not, as they 
wish, if it is approved by the General 
Synod. 

If the constitution for the United 
Church is approved at the Oberlin 
Meeting, it will still be some time be- 
fore it is put into effect. It m,ust be 
ratified by two-thirds of the Congrega- 
tional Christian churches voting and 
by two-thirds of the Evangelical and 
Reformed synods. 

Dr. Guy L. Colbert, Moderator of the 
Convention, Dr. Walter A. Graham, 
president of Southern Union College, 
and Superintendent James H. Light- 
bourne Jr. will represent the South- 
east Convention at the General Synod.
